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SECOND  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  INSTITUTE'S  COUNCIL 
OF  ASSOCIATES 

On  May  28  the  Institute's  Council  of 
Associates  met  at  London,  Ontario,  in  con- 
junction with  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Learned  Societies.  Seventy  per  cent  of  the 
members  attended;  there  were  five  excused 
absences.  The  director  welcomed  Professor 
Bohdan  Harasymiw,  University  of  Calgary,  the 
newest  member  of  the  Council. 

The  agenda  consisted  of  three  main  items: 
an  informal  presentation  by  Professor  Bohdan 
Bociurkiw  on  "Academic  Exchanges  with  the 
Soviet  Union,"  a progress  report  by  Professor 
George  Luckyj  on  the  status  of  the  Institute's 
publications'  project  in  literature  and  lang- 
uage at  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  a 
39-page  "Report  on  Ukrainian  Language  Textbooks 
at  the  College  and  University  Levels"  prepared 
by  several  Associates  at  the  University  of 
Manitoba  under  Professor  Jaroslav  Rosumnyj's 
direction,  which  will  be  published  in  a forth- 
coming issue  of  the  Institute's  Journal  of 
Ukrainian  Graduate  Studies.  A reception  and 
dinner  at  Somerville  House  followed. 

Guests  who  attended  were  Professor 
Wolfram  Burghardt,  University  of  Western 
Ontario;  Professor  Omeljan  Pritsak, 

Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute;  Professor 
Orest  Subtelny,  Hamilton  College  (Clinton, 

New  York);  and  Dr.  Lubomyr  Wynar,  Kent  State 
University  (Kent,  Ohio). 

The  Council  of  Associates  consists  of  38 
of  the  most  senior  members  in  Ukrainian  studies 
in  Canadian  universities.  Its  main  purpose  is 
to  help  the  Institute  implement  its  inter- 
university function. 


DIRECTORS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  AND  AMERICAN 
UKRAINIAN  INSTITUTES  MEET 

On  May  26-29  the  three-man  Institute 
directorate  held  several  meetings  to  discuss 
numerous  matters  which  involve  Ukrainian 
studies  in  Canada.  Other  meetings  were  held 
between  the  directorate  and  Dr.  Omeljan 
Pritsak,  Director  of  the  Harvard  Ukrainian 
Research  Institute,  and  numerous  suggestions 
were  made  for  joint  projects  of  mutual  value 
to  both  academic  institutions.  Relations 
between  the  two  institutions  are  excellent 
and  of  the  projects  discussed  those  in  the 
field  of  Ukrainian  literature  in  particular 
are  being  pursued  systematically. 


The  Ukrainian  Historical  Conference  was 
held  in  London,  Ontario  on  May  28-31,  within  the 
framework  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Association  of  Slavists.  The  program  featured 
presentations  on  historiography,  Ukraine  and  the 
Muslim  world,  the  historical  legacy  of  Kievan 
Rus',  Ukrainian  elites,  Ukraine  and  the  Russian 
revolution,  and  the  role  of  the  city  in 
Ukrainian  history.  Lively  discussions,  in 
which  the  one  hundred  people  in  attendance 
took  part,  followed  the  sessions. 

The  Ukrainian  Historical  Association  and 
the  Harvard  Ukrainian  Research  Institute  organ- 
ized the  conference  together  with  its  major 
sponsor,  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  The  organizers  acknowledge  the 
support  of,  and  thank  the  Social  Sciences  and 
Humanities  Research  Council  of  Canada,  for  the 
grant  of  $3,000. 

The  Canadian  Institute  plans  to  publish 
a volume  of  selected  conference  papers. 


BILINGUAL  PROGRAM 
CAMP  OSVITA 

Camp  Osvita,  a Ukrainian  language  summer 
day  camp,  offered  an  opportunity  for  children 
to  extend  through  holiday  activities  their 
participation  in  the  Ukrainian-English  bi- 
lingual program  in  Edmonton.  Devised,  organ- 
ized, and  directed  by  Mrs.  Olenka  Bilash, 
bilingual  coordinator  in  the  Institute,  the 
Camp  was  a joint  project  of  the  Institute  and 
Edmonton's  Ukrainian  Bilingual  Association. 

The  organizers  are  grateful  for  the  financial 
assistance  and  support  provided  by  the  provin- 
cial Department  of  Alberta  culture,  parents, 
and  private  donations. 

The  Ukrainian-language  summer  day  camp 
featured  a diversified  recreational  program  of 
arts  and  crafts,  songs  and  games,  and  nature 
activities.  The  two  three-week  camps,  held 
July  10-28  and  August  1-18,  were  located  at  the 
Ukrainian  Cultural  Heritage  Village,  30  miles 
east  of  Edmonton,  when  weather  permitted  and 
at  Rundle  Public  School  at  other  times.  Over 
130  children  attended.  University  students 
fluent  in  Ukrainian  were  counsellors. 
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BILINGUAL  PROGRAM  IN  MANITOBA 

On  February  25-26,  1978,  the  Institute 
sponsored  a meeting  in  Winnipeg  of  specialists 
in  Ukrainian  elementary  school  education  from 
Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  and  Manitoba  to  discuss 
the  potential  for  development  of  a Ukrainian- 
English  bilingual  program  in  Saskatchewan  and 
Manitoba.  Led  by  Dr.  M.  Lupul  and 
Mr.  P.  Savaryn,  the  meetings  highlighted  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  in  personnel,  politics, 
and  community  reaction  in  various  centres.  In 
attendance  were:

The  discussions  were  followed  by  a meeting 
with  the  Premier  of  Manitoba,  the  Honorable 
Sterling  Lyon.  On  Monday,  February  27,  Dr. 
Lupul,  Mr.  Savaryn,  and  several  delegates  from 
Winnipeg  explained  the  costs  involved  in 
instituting  a bilingual  program  in  Manitoba 
and  the  potential  for  inter-provincial 
cooperation.  The  Premier  was  requested  to 
allow  for  the  development  of  bilingual  programs 
by  making  necessary  changes  in  the  provincial 
laws. 

An  amendment  to  Manitoba  Education  Act  on 
March  16  permitted  the  development  of  bilingual 
programs  in  Manitoba.  Students  working  on  a 
summer  project  and  concerned  community  leaders 
in  Winnipeg  undertook  the  establishment  of  a 
Ukrainian-English  bilingual  program  similar  to 
the  one  entering  its  fifth  year  of  operation  in 
Edmonton.  Mrs.  Bilash  visited  Winnipeg  on 
several  occasions  to  help  with  the  work.  A 
recruitment  strategy  has  been  finalized  and  it 
is  expected  that  several  bilingual  kindergarten 
classes  will  be  operational  in  September  1978.

The  author  examines 
early  articles  and  reports  by  Anglo-Celts, 
concerned  with  assimilating  Galicians  and 
Bukovinians  into  the  mainstream  of  British- 
Canadian  life,  and  traces  the  development  of 
Ukrainian-Canadian  history  through  to  recent 
theses  which  reflect  the  maturing  of  the 
community  into  a highly  visible  and  vocal 
minority  in  Canada.

Ukrainian  Canadians 3 Multiculturalism, 
and  Separatism:  An  Assessment  edited  by 

M.  R.  Lupul,  director  of  the  Institute 
records  the  proceedings  of  the  first  Institute 
conference  on  Ukrainians  in  Canada,  held 
September  9-11,  1977  in  Edmonton.  Papers  in 
this  volume  discuss  aspects  of  the  relationship 
between  multiculturalism  and  separatism, 
illustrating  that  Ukrainians  have  a large 
contribution  to  make  in  the  current  national 
unity  debate.  Also  critically  examined  are  the 
implications  of  multiculturalism,  federalism, 
and  separatism  for  Canada  as  a whole  and  for 
one  of  Canada's  largest  ethnocultural  groups  — 
the  Ukrainians.  Proposals  put  forth  emphasize 
that  it  is  both  possible  and  vital  that  the 
development  of  Canadians  of  all  backgrounds 
be  encouraged  to  achieve  a sense  of  national 
unity  which  encompasses  all  Canadians.

NEW  COURSES  ESTABLISHED 
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NEW  COURSES  - UNIVERSITY  OF  ALBERTA 

In  the  1978-79  academic  year,  the  Univer- 
sity of  Alberta  will  offer  two  new  Ukrainian- 
content  courses  in  the  social  sciences. 

In  the  first  term.  Dr.  Ivan  L.  Rudnytsky 
will  offer  History  425,  "Topics  in  Ukrainian 
History,"  a seminar  course  focusing  on  the 
main  trends  in  Ukrainian  political  and  social 
thought  in  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth 
centuries.  In  the  second  term,  Professors 
Bohdan  Krawchenko  and  W.  Roman  Petryshyn  will 
cffer  Interdisciplinary  Studies  444,  "Ukraine: 
An  Interdisciplinary  Study."  The  course  will 
centre  on  the  evolution  of  the  structure  of 
Ukrainian  society  from  the  mid-nineteenth 
century  to  the  present;  it  will  also  include  a 
discussion  of  changes  in  the  social  structure 
of  Ukrainians  in  Canada.  Both  History  425  and 
Interdisciplinary  Studies  444  are  single  term 
courses.

Ukrainian  499,  "Readings  in  Ukrainian 
Folklore"  will  be  offered  by  the  Department  of 
Slavic  Languages  in  the  second  term  of  1978-79. 
The  new  course,  taught  by  Dr.  B.  Medwidsky,  is 
a continuation  of  Ukrainian  421  "Selected 
Topics  in  Ukrainian  Folklore."  Historical, 
political,  occupational,  and  lyric  folk  song 
genres  and  prose  genres  such  as  tales,  narr- 
atives, demonological  stories,  and  anecdotes 
will  be  studied.  Texts  will  be  analyzed  to 
illustrate  each  genre.  If  time  permits 
proverbs  and  riddles  will  also  be  studied 
and  analyzed. 


Tn  conjunction  with  the  Institute,  the 
Faculty  of  Extension  at  the  University  of 
Alberta  is  offering  a course,  entitled  "The 
Ukrainian  Experience  in  Canada,"  in  Edmonton 
on  October  19  - December  14  and  in  Lamont 
on  October  17  - December  12 .

History  316,  "The  History  of  Ukrainians  in 
Canada,"  will  be  offered  by  Special  Sessions, 
the  University  of  Alberta,  in  the  second  term, 
winter  1979,  in  Vegreville,  Alberta.  The 
lecturer,  Frances  Swyripa,  research  associate 
in  the  Institute,  will  outline  the  history  of 
the  Ukrainian  people  in  Canada  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  Prairie  provinces.  The 
Ukrainian  experience  in  the  context  of  changing 
theories  of  Canadianization,  the  impact  of 
Ukrainians  on  Anglophone-Francophone  relations, 
and  the  role  of  Ukrainians  as  spokesmen  for 
non-Anglo-Celtic/non-French  groups  in  Canada 
will  be  emphasized. 


NEW  COURSE  - UNIVERSITY  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

Ukrainian  325,  an  introductory  course  in 
grammar  and  conversation  will  be  offered  during 
the  1978-79  academic  year  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  through  the  Department  of 
Slavonic  Studies.  The  course  will  be  taught 
by  Ms.  Sandra  Thomson,  doctoral  candidate  in 
that  Department.  A continuation  course, 
Ukrainian  425,  is  planned  for  the  1979-80 
academic  year. 


NEW  COURSE  - CARLETON  UNIVERSITY 

An  advanced  Ukrainian  language  course, 
36.390  "Slavic  Languages  tutorial,"  will  be 
offered  at  Carleton  University  in  Ottawa  in 
1978-79.  Its  formation  resulted  from  a petition 
presented  to  the  Russian  Department  at  Carleton 
University  by  students  and  its  continued 
existence  is  not  assured.  Further  demands  for 
Ukrainian  studies  courses  at  Carleton  University 
are  encouraged. 


NEW  COURSE  - CONCORDIA  UNIVERSITY 

The  Institute  has  awarded  a grant  of 
$5,000  to  the  Department  of  History  at  Concordia 
University  as  "seed  money"  to  launch  in  1978- 
79  the  course  History  L 291,  "Ukrainians  in  the 
Old  and  New  World"  to  be  offered  by  Professors 
R.  Serbyn  and  Y.  Kelebay.  A full-year  course, 
it  will  be  offered  in  the  evenings  to  allow 
community  participation.  The  history  of 
Ukraine  from  the  eighth  century  to  the  present, 
as  well  as  various  emigrations  to  the  New  World, 
with  particular  emphasis  on  Canada,  will  be 
discussed . 
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NEW  COURSES  - UNIVERSITY  OF  MANITOBA 

St.  Andrew's  College  at  the  University  of 
Manitoba,  will  introduce  two  new  courses  in  the 
1978-79  academic  year:  "History  of  Byzantine 

Art"  and  "Ukrainian  Arts  in  Canada."  The 
Institute  has  awarded  a non-renewable  grant  of 
$5,000  to  the  launch  the  new  courses. 


RESEARCH  GRANTS  AVAILABLE

An  applicant  for  a research  grant  must  be  either 
a Canadian  citizen  or  a landed  immigrant. 

The  Institute  welcomes  proposals  whose 
primary  focus  is  the  development  or  preparation 
of  specialized  material  for  teaching  purposes  at 
the  post-secondary  level.  The  Institute  sup- 
ports the  preparation  of  textbooks,  anthologies, 
readers,  manuals  of  instruction,  bibliographies, 
collections  of  documentary  or  primary  source 
materials,  and  inventories  of  archival  materials 
intended  primarily  for  use  at  the  post-secondary 
level. 

Grants  are  not  given  to  subsidize  publi- 
cations which  the  Institute  has  not  commissioned 
or  approved,  or  for  work  commissioned  by  a 
commercial  publisher.  Nor  are  they  awarded  for 
work  intended  primarily  for  use  in  the  public 
schools.

RESEARCH  GRANTS  AWARDED 

Dr.  John-Paul  Himka  has  been  awarded  a 
research  grant  of  $3,130  for  a project  entitled 
j "The  Ukrainian  Village  in  Transition:  The 

Social  and  National  Awakening  in  Late  Nineteenth 
Century."  Peasant  participation  in  the  national 
and  social  development  of  the  Ukrainians  in 
Galicia  during  the  period  of  1870-1900  is 
documented  by  peasant  reports  in  popular  news- 
I papers.  Representative  reports,  illuminating 
the  national  awakening  and  its  repercussions 
' in  the  villages,  will  be  collected,  translated, 
j and  accompanied  by  interpretative  commentaries. 


Hryhory  Kostiuk,  associate  of  the  Ukrainian 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  U.S.,  has 
been  awarded  a grant  of  $3,870  U.S.  to  edit 
Volume  I of  the  Diary  of  Volodomyr  Vynnychenko, 
Ukrainian  author,  playwright,  and  political 
figure.  The  daily  journal  outlines  the  life 
and  work  of  the  author  and  the  cultural  and 
socio-political  atmosphere  in  Ukraine  and 
Eastern  Europe  from  the  years  preceding  the 
1917  revolution  to  its  finale  in  1920  and 
Vynnychenko ' s subsequent  emigration  from 
Ukraine . 

Dr.  Peter  Woroby  of  the  Department  of 
Economics,  University  of  Regina,  was  awarded 
a $5,200  research  grant  for  a project  entitled 
"Urban  Systems  in  Ukraine  (Present  Status  and 
Historical  Changes)  ."  The  study  will  classify 
the  urban  communities  into  hierarchical  ranks, 
determine  their  tributary  areas,  and  show 
functional  ties  of  dependence  among  them.  The 
study  will  also  illustrate  progress  of  urban- 
ization in  various  regions  which  has  been 
accompanied  by  a shift  in  previously  establish- 
ed relationships.  Reference  will  be  made  to 
the  changing  profile  of  urban  centres  caused 
by  nationalization  of  the  economy  and  the 
process  of  industrialization. 

TRAVELLING  SCHOLARS  PROGRAM 

From  October  1978  through  March  1979 
scholars  from  the  Institute  will  deliver  series 
of  lectures  on  Ukrainian  and  Ukrainian- Canadian 
themes  in  selected  communities  in  Alberta  and 
British  Columbia.

Mrs.  0.  Bilash  attended  the  annual 
conference  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Second  Language  Teachers , held  May  4-6  in 
Vancouver.  Complying  with  its  tradition  of 
developing  workshops  in  response  to  local 
needs  and  utilizing  local  resource  personnel, 
the  conference  emphasized  French-language 
teaching;  no  sessions  were  scheduled  for 
teachers  of  Ukrainian.  The  1979  conference 
is  to  be  held  in  the  Maritimes  where,  in 
response  to  local  needs.  French-language 
teaching  will  no  doubt  again  be  emphasized. 


Mrs.  Olenka  Bilash  was  invited  to  conduct 
a workshop  on  heritage  language  programs  in 
the  Prairie  provinces  at  the  "Symposium  on 
Intercultural  Education  and  Community  Develop- 
ment," held  June  4-6  in  Toronto.  The 
conference,  organized  by  Dr.  Keith  McCleod 
of  the  Faculty  of  Education,  University  of 
Toronto,  and  funded  by  the  Department  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  featured  discussions 
by  professionals  and  representatives  from 
Canadian  ethnic  communities  on  issues  relating 
to  multiculturalism.  It  was  one  of  the  first 
conferences  to  discuss  openly  "real"  issues 
such  as  poverty,  racism,  discrimination, 
education,  delinquency,  mental  health,  and 
ethnic  ghettos.  However,  with  only  5 per  cent 
representation  from  western  Canada,  Quebec, 
and  the  Maritimes,  .the  focus  of  the  conference 
was  of  necessity  limited  to  problems  in  the 
Niagara  peninsula.
